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CERP funds help restore Iraqi television station

The voice of a free Iraq rings clearer 
today thanks to the combined efforts of 
Kirkuk members and the Commander's 
Emergency Response Program. 

Members of the 173rd Airborne 
Brigade and 506th Air Expeditionary 
Group have spent the last six months 
restoring the Iraqi Media Network's 
government-owned television station 
into a fully functional media outlet. 

“Compared to when we first jumped 
into the country, the difference is night 
and day”, said Army Sgt. 1st Class Todd 
Oliver, public affairs noncommissioned 
officer for the 173rd. “When we got 
here they really didn't have any equip¬ 
ment or experience operating in an 


environment of free press.” 

Much of that has changed, as the net¬ 
work's Kirkuk affiliate has gone from a 
looted post-war shell to a station that 
boasts new equipment. But the transi¬ 
tion hasn't been easy. Until recently, 
they only had one camera and couldn't 
capture any of the things happening 
throughout the city. 

“They relied on AFN (American 
Forces Network) and the Air Force's 
Combat Camera team to film events 
and hand deliver them to the station for 
airing,” said Oliver. “Fortunately, we 
were able to help them purchase sever¬ 
al new cameras, along with computers, 
televisions, and editing equipment. We 
later bought them new television studio 
furniture through CERP.” 

“They've kept us very busy,” said 


Capt. Kristen Templet, 506th AEG 
combat camera team chief. “It isn't our 
traditional role as combat camera, but it 
has been very rewarding to watch the 
station stand up on its own two feet.” 

According to Maria Hawil, IMN's 
general manager in Kirkuk, the station 
now broadcasts about 14 hours a day. 
She credits their success to the hard 
work of her staff and the help they've 
received from coalition forces. 

Today, programming still includes 
rebroadcasts from Baghdad, but view¬ 
ers can now choose to watch a variety 
of other programs as well. 

“It's been a long road, but this station 
now plays a major role in telling the 
people of Kirkuk what's happening 
throughout the region,” said Oliver. 
“I'm glad we could be part of it.”

Construction begins for new passenger terminal

The ground work for a new passenger terminal is under 
way and is expected to be completed Nov. 1. 

The new terminal, which will be located across from the 
Air Terminal Operation Center, will make arriving and 
leaving Kirkuk a one-stop shop. 

“Civil engineers have already begun clearing the land 
and laying stones and power chords for the new facility,” 
said 1st Lt. Alfort Belin, ATOC chief. “We are hoping to 
simplify the process by combining the custom’s function 
and our ATOC function into one building.” 

ATOC has been working hand-in-hand with the Army 
Customs to produce an operation that meets Air Mobility 
Command requirements and custom requirements. Belin 
said the new terminal is similar to the terminal at Al-Udeid, 
Qatar, but is part of a new operational design that is expect¬ 
ed to decrease customs inspection time by 20 percent. 

“The main terminal building will be nearly 1,000 feet 
bigger than the clamshell, located near PERSCO,” he said. 
“Additionally, there will be two other shelters available for 
increased passenger movement.” 


The remaining ATOC functions will continue to work 
out of the existing facility, said Belin. These functions 
include: Ramp, load planning cargo, joint inspections and 
AMC airlift coordination. 

Belin said the new facility is long over due. 

“There have been more than 5,000 passengers that had 
to wait for at least three hours in 120 plus temperatures,” 
he said. “With the expected movement of AEF Silver and 
some of our Army counterparts, this passenger terminal 
will do more than suffice the needs of troops awaiting air¬ 
lift home.” 

Although there hasn’t been any official word of 
increased airlift coming to Kirkuk, Belin said ATOC is 
preparing for the worst. 

“We may possibly have C-17 flights from here to the 
states at the beginning of the rotations,” he said. “For now, 
we will continue to operate at the normal aerial port oper¬ 
ations tempo. 

“With the rainy season beginning, the new terminal will 
help tremendously,” he said. “Customers will no longer 
have to drag their bags across the street for customs. 
Hopefully, the crew here will be able to see the finished job 
and rotate more than 2,300 people in and out of Kirkuk.

Teamwork gets ‘tornado’ off-base

During a recent in-flight emergency, coalition forces 
teamed up to help land, fix and get a British Tornado back 
into the skies. 

According to Lt. Col. Brian Jurkovac, 506th 
Expeditionary Operations Support Squadron, the Tornado 
landed here Saturday after an IFE stopped them from con¬ 
tinuing their mission. 

“They lost their hydraulics power, had no brakes and 
they had to put the flaps down manually,” he said. “This 
was the best place for them to land.” 

According to Squadron leader John Turner, they tried to 
land the crippled aircraft, but had other problems. 

“We were performing a routine reconnaissance mission 
over Iraq in support of the Army,” Turner said. “We nor¬ 
mally have a backup system for our flight controls, but we 
lost our nose wheel steering and the ability to lower our 
landing gear. We ended up blowing the landing gear down. 
We landed at about 120 knots, or 140 miles per hour.” 

Baghdad International Airport was not an option, but 
Kirkuk was, Turner added. 

“Baghdad is an international airport but doesn’t have a 
barrier system,” Turner said. “We landed here because it 
was the closest coalition base and it’s the only base in Iraq 
with a barrier cable system,” he said. “We happened to be

in the AOR a few weeks ago and learned about the certi 
Tied barrier system. We engage the barrier about once a 
year, so we really don’t deal with it a lot.” 

British First Sergeant Keith Taylor said it took a group 
of people from various countries to get the job done. 

“We brought nine technicians from A1 Udeid (Qatar) to 
help with the maintenance of the aircraft,” he said. “There 
were airframe, avionics, weapons and electrician specialists 
to help. It was interesting that it was an RAF C-130 that 
was assigned to Basra that brought us here and an 
Australian C-130 from A1 Udeid to bring us back.” 

Turner said Kirkuk really helped them out while they 
were here - it was a real team effort. 

“We received great support from Kirkuk,” he said. 
“Everything from transient alert to billeting and transporta¬ 
tion has been excellent.” 

The plane was fixed and left the base Sunday.
